Gextlk.ukn: — 1 have received yn-ur 
very kind invitation, as a conat'iiitteo on 
the part of the Democratic citizens of 
Newark, to partake of a public dinner at 
that place, at such time as I may think 
proper to appoint. 

In consitiiience of arrangements which 
1 had made, us to my private business, I 
do not find it convenient to accept this 
invitation of my democratic friends; aiirl 
I fool the le.ss regret at omitting this op 
porlunity of meeting them, as 1 am not 
in favor of complimenting individuals 
with publicdinners. unless upon occasion 
of some important success connected with 
the public interest; such as 1 hope the 
approi'.cliing elections will afford. 

I am extremely gratified however, that 
the Democratic citizens of Newark have 
thought me worthy of this mark of dis 
tinction for my long services in difl'erent 
spheres of public duty; and 1 shall evince 
my gratitude by endeavoring still to 
merit their approbation. 

Having performed for four years the 
most arduous duty of the head of the Na- 
vy Department, I have retired from office 
because, that within the two last years, 
in consequence of the dillicnilies and 
perplexities arising from the Exploring 
Expedition, and the law for the more 
equitable administralion of the navy pen- 
sion fiin:l, the labors of rny station had 
become intolerable — and because four 
years exceeded the period I meant to re 
main ill this office, when I reluctantly 
accepted it. 

I have, however, the satisfaction to 
state, that I did not retire from office, 
until these extraordinary difficulties were 
neariy obviated. Tlie Exploring Expei 
dition is nearly ready for sea — and the 
navy pension fund is nearly exhausted, 
that is, reduced from a luilhon and a half 
to three hundred thoo.sand dollars. 

And 1 had iho salisfaclion to leave to 
my successor on the first of iha last 
m jiith, a highlj respectable force on for- 
eign service. 

For the .MeJi terra nonn station — the 
frigate Constitution, about returning to 
the Uiiiied Stales. 

The frigate United States, and the 
sloop of war Cyane, on their way to that 
station. 

For Itic VVest India station — the frigate 
Constellation, the sloops of war Vanda- 
lia, Natchez, Concord, Boston, Ontario, 
I.evani, Erie, (on her way to that sta- 
tion) and the schooner Grampus. 

Oil the Brazil station — the razee Inde- 
pendence, the sloop Fairfield, and the 
brig Dolphin. 

On the Pacific station — the ship of the 
line North Carolina, the sloops of war 
Lexington and Falmouth, and the schoon- 
ers Enlerprize and Boxer. 

Fur the East Indies — the frigate Co- 
lumbia. and sloop John Adams, and at 
the difierent recruiting stations (here 
were seven hundred and twenty seamen, 
landsmen and boys recruited, and ready 
for immediate duty. 

The Exploring Expedition has been 
reduced nearly fifty percent in its ex- 
tent, and is still upon much too largea, 
scale. The frigate iVlacedonian, the brigs 
Pioneer and Consort, the schooner Pilot 
and the schooner Active, purchased and 
titled out at a great cx|>ense, as a substi- 
tute for the Pilot, have all been aban- 
doned as unfit for this particular service. 
The store ship Relief only, which was' 
built fora diiferent purpose, has beenj 
retained. 'I'he squadron now consists of 
the sloops Peacock anil V'iiicennes, the 
store ship Relief, and the schooner Por- 
poise — and will soon sail with a fair 
prospect ofsuccess, hut not such us will 
be an adequate icinrii for the enormous 
expense which it has cost, and will cost 
the country. It will bo perceived that 
our force lias been increased on the Pa- 
cific, hut more espacially on tho West 
India station It was consfrlered ihree 
years ago, tln;t coming events would re- 
quire this measure, and facts have fully 
justified that conclusion. 

Any one who will read the reports laid 
before Congress, will find that our com 
marce for the last four years has been 
successfully protected ; in liial time much 
was done in building, l.-uinching and com- 
pleting our vessels of war; and that to 
meet tho exigencies of our growing com 
merce, there has been a considerable 
addition to our force afloat, and a corres- 
ponding increase of captains, cummaiid 
ers, lieutenants, surgeons, nssiscaiit stir* 
geons, and pursers appointed with the 
approbation of the Senate. 

I satisfy myself with this brief state- 
ment, as it is not my purpose, at this 
time, to give an account of my administra- 
tioa of the Nary Department.

!ii the year 1832, iininedi.ilely prece- 
ding the famous comproini-o act, by 
which ill the year 1842 or soor.cr, our 
national industry is again to he prostra- 
ted, our imports amounted to one hun 
dred and one millions of dollars; our ex- 
ports to eiglily-seven millions, leaving a' 
balance against us i.f fourteen millions of 
dollars. In that year we imported froiiv 
England to the amount of thirty-four and 
a half millions, including eight millions 
for woolens, and seven and a half mill- 
tons for cottons; our exports to her a- 
mounted to twenty-seven and a half mill- 
ions, leaving a balance against us of 
eight millions and a half of dollars. In 
the year ending the 30th of So;-,iember, 
1830, our imports arnouejed to nearly 
one hundred and niiiotv millions of dol- 
lars, our exports, to one hundred and 
twenty-eight millions and a halfofdol- 
lors, leaving a balance against us of six. 
t_y-one millions; more than one half of 
tiie amount of the total inqrorlalion of 
1332 — a balance against ns, more than' 
seven limes as great as of that year. It.' 
1832 the balance against ns in our trade 
with Engl.itid was eight millions and a 
hall ol diillnis — in 1830, sixty one mill-' 
i.ins of dollars. ’ j 

In this last year wo imported from! 
England of woolens to the amount of! 
twelve millions and a h.ilf, exceedingl 
those of 1832 by more than four and T 
lialt millions of dollars; and of cottons, 
more than seventeen and a half millions^ 
exceeding those of 1832 by more than 
ten millions of dollars. 

These e.xcessive importations could 
not fail to involve our manufacturers in 
ruin, and to bring universal distress on!

'I'he bill has 
been defeated, and will remain at rest 
until further expci ience and lime for re- 
fiectioii, shall lead to a more just under- 
standing of its merits, when I have no 
doubt, that with certain modifications, it 
will be carried; but never by dcnouncinir 
the republicans opposed to it, ns conser” 
valives, wliigs or federalists . The mea- 
sure itselt is tounded in wisdom, but 
there has been a great want of discre- 
tion in carrying it intoefiect. 

The most successful clamour against 
the Independent 'Freasury bill, which 
lias created somoi'.'.-.ng like a panic thro’ 
the country, is, (hut the money would 
b<5 unsafe under the locks, bolls and 
bars of the officers of the government; 
and that the revenues would be undei 
the immediate control of the President, 
thereby making him tho master of Ihe 
purse as well as the sword. 

Id the first place, the banks have to 
trust to lock, bars and bolts for the safe 
keeping of their money, precisely such 
as would be used by the officers of the 
government ; and suiely we may as safe- 
ly trust officers appointed by the Presi- 
dent and Senate, acting under sufiicient 
bonds for tho faithful performance of 
duly, and under u solemn ivath of office, 
as otlicors of the hanks, for whose faith- 
ful performance of duly we could not 
have a like security. As the sword is 
not in the hands ot the. President while 
the war-m king |>ower is vested in con- 
gress, so the purse cannot be said to be 
in his hands, while he cannot draw a 
dollar from il, even for the payment of 
his own salary, without an appropriation 
by Congress. The fears excited upoiy 
this subject are idle, and uni\p;my of 
consideration. 

A valuable parlrTihi bill is that which 
provides that duties on impc.rts shall be 
paid in ready money. Nothing can be 
more just, than that if merchants will 
import goods ill excess, they should im- 
port, or otherwise procure, specie to pay 
the duties on them. The specie pay- 
ment of duties will have a salutary effect 
in preventing our overtrading and over-

Before (hat body on 
tliedih of September last, he laid a full 
exposition of the distressed situation of 
our country, suggesting various remedies 
to the present evils, and means of pre- 
venting them ill future. Among others, 
he submitted to them, what has been 
called, the sub-treusury, or independent 
treasury system, which has met with the 
most violent opposition from the enemies 
of the udininistraijon, who, however, do 
not offer any substitute, unless that of a 
National Bank, against which the coun- 
try has repeatedly decided, and to which 
a large inaj. rity of the people are irre- 
concilably opposed. 

All unfortunate circumstance has at- 
tended the inlroduciiorr of this plan, u

It has been urged in Congress that the 
collecting the duties in specie was to 
make one currency for the officers of the 
government and a different one for the 
officers of the government and a differ- 
ent one for the people.

Upon this important question, as upon 
all othei;, every one should be pi.-rmiited 
to act agreeably t.i his honest convic- 
tions.

No 
principle of democracy is involved in Ihe 
question.

jininislering to the riiteresis of men in 
points where they are most accessible to 
'corruption, is less liable to abuse, than 
bis constitutional agency in tlie appoint- 
ment and control of the few public nfli- 
cers required by the proposed plan? Will 
the public money when in their h.rnds. 
be necessarily exposed to anv imprnptr 
interference on the part of the executive ? 
May it not be hoped that a prudent fear 
of publicjealousy and disapprobation, in 
a matter so peculiarly exposed to lliem. 
will deter liirn from any such interfer- 
ence, even if higher motives be found 
inoperative? May not Congress so regu 
late, by laiv, the duty ol those officer.', 
and subject it to sucli supervision and 
publicity as to prevent the possibiliiy of 
any serious abuse on tho part of the ex 
eculive? and is there equal room for 
such supervision and publicity in a con 
nectioii with banks, acting under the 
shield of corporate immuniiie.s, and con- 
ducted by persons irresponsible to gov- 
ernment and the people? It is believed 
that a considerate and candid investiga- 
tion of these questions will result in the 
conviction, that the proposed plan is far 
less liable to objection, on the score of 
executive patronage and control, than 
any bank agency that has been, or can 
be devised. 

With these views, I leave to Congress 
the measures necessary lo regulate, in 
the present emergency, the safe- keeping 
and iraiisler ot ifie public moneys. In 
the performance of constitutional duty, I 
have slated lo tbi'in, without reserve, the 
result of my own reflections The sub- 
ject IS of great iiiiporlance ; and one on 
which Vve can scarcely expect lo be as 
united in sentiment ns we are in interest, 
It deserves a full and free diaciusion 
and cannot fail to be bencfiited by a dis 
passionate conipar son of opinions. Well 
aware m\ self of the duly of reciprocal 
concession among the co-ordinate bran, 
ches of the Government, 1 can promise a 
reasonable spirit of co-operation, as far 
as ;l can be indulged in, without the sur- 
renderot constitutional objections, which 
I believe to be well Ibunded. Any sys- 
tem that may be adopted, should be sub- 
jected lo the fullest legal provision, so as 
to leave nothing lo the executive but 
what is necessary lo the discharge of the 
duties imposed on him ; and whatever plan 
may be ultimately established, my own 
part shall be so discharged as lo give to 
it a fair trial, and the best pro.spect of 
success.” 

In his message of December he savs: 
“I have found no reason to change iny 
own opinion as lo the expedienev of 
adopting the system proposed, being per 
feclly satisfied that there will be neither 
stability nor safety, either in the fiscal 
afl'airs of (he government, or in ihe pe- 
cuniary transaction of individuals and 
Corporations, so long as a connection ex- 
ists beuveen them, which like the past, 
ort'ers such strong indiiremenls to make 
them the subject of political agitation. — 
Indeed I am more than ever convinced 
of Ihe dangers to which Ihe free and un- 
biassed exercise of political opinion, the 
only sure foundation and safe guard of 
republican government would be expos 
ed by any further increase of the already 
overgrown influence of corporate author- 
ities. I cannot therefore, consistently 
with my views of duty, advise a renew- 
al of a connection which circumstances 
have dissolved. 

‘■’I'lie discontinuance of the use of slate 
Banks for fiscal purfioses ought not lo be 
regarded as a measure of hostility lo- 
waids these institutions. Banks proper- 
ly established and coiiducieii ate highly 
useful lo the business of the counirv, and 
will doubtless continue to exist in the 
stales, so long as they conform to ineir 
laws, and are found to be safe and bene- 
ficial. How they .should be cren.ed, what 
privileges they should enjoy, under what 
responsibilities they should act, and to 
wliiil restrictions ihey should be subject, 
jare questions which, as I observed on a 
previous occasion, belong to the stales to 
decide. Upon their rights,, on the exer- 
cise Ol Ihein, the general government 
can have no motive lo encroach. Iisdu'y 
jtowards ihein is well performed, when ii 
'relrains from legislating fur their special 
benefit, because such legislat on would 
violate the spirit ol the constitution, and 
be unjust lo other iiiieresls; when it lakes 
no steps to impair their usefulness, but 
so manages its own afliiirs as lo make 
it the interest of iljo.-e inslilutions to 
strengthen and improve their condi ion 
for the security and welfare of Ihe com- 
munity at large. 'I'hey have no right to 
insist upon a connection with the feder- 
al government, nor on the use of the 
public money for their own benefit. 'I’he 
object of the measure under considera. 
lioa is, to, .avoid for the future, a compul- 
sory connection of this kind. It propo- 



ses lo place the general government, in 
regard lo tliu essential points of the col-j 
lection, safe keeping anJ transferor the 
public money, in a situation which shall 
relieve il from all dependence on llic! 
will of irresponsible individuals or cor-j 
porations; lo withdraw ihose moneys' 
Irom the uses ofprivats trade, and con-! 
fide them ;o agents, conslitiitionally so \ 
lecied and conirolled by law; in alisinin 
' oin improper iiilerference with Ihe in-! 
diisiry lit ilio people, and wltbliold in-' 
ducemunis in luipiovident dealings im 
tile pan ol indivnluals; to give sluiiiliiv 

10 Ihe ciiiueiiis ot the Tieasury; topre- 

serve the me.isurcs of Ihe government 
Irom the unavoidable rejiruaches that 
flow Irom such a conneclion, and the 
banks themselves from Ihe injurious ef- 
fects ol a supposed purlk'ipatioti in the 
polrtical conflicts of rlie day, from which 
they will otherwise find it difficult to es 
cape. I 

'Fhese are my views upon this impor-' 
lent subject; formed after careful retiec- 
lion,and with no desire but lonriivoal 
what i.s most likely to promo-te the public 
interest. 'I’hey are now, us they were be-! 
fore, submitted with unfeigned defercnce j 
for the opinions of others. It was hard 
to be hoped tlial charges so iin|>ortant,l 
on a subject so interesting, could ho made 
witboiii priHlucing a serious diversity of 
opiiiiuii; but so long as Ihose conflicting 
vieiis aie ki-pl above tlie influence of in 
iliviiliial or local interests; so long as 
they pursue only the general good, and 
are diseased with moderation and candor, 
such diversiiy is a beiiefil, not an injury. 

11 a majority of Congress see the public 
welfare in a uifferent light; and more 
especially if tl:ey should be satisfied that 
the measure proposed would not be ac- 
ceptable; I shall look lo their wisdom lo 
substitute such as may be more cundu 
five to the one, and more satisfactory to 
the other. In any event, they may con 
fiilentlv rely on my hearty co-operation 
lo the fullest extent, which my view of 
the consiiiiuion and my sense of duty 
will permit.” 

Such is the mild and conciliating lan- 
guage of the President in submitting lo 
Congress the plan which has created so 
much excitement. He offers arguments, 
which have not been, and which cannot 
be answered, with the utmost defeernce 
lo the opinion of others. He anticipates 
upon this important subject, a great di- 
versity of seiiiiment, invites loa free and 
full discus.sion of other measures, and 
throws himself upon the w isdom of Con- 
gress, should Ihev not agree with him. to 
devise a subsiiuite for the plan proposed, 
ill which he assures them 'hey shall have 
his co-operation lo he full extent which 
his view.s ol • e-uisiitulion and sense 
of duly will peimit. 

Had a tike lorlieaiunce and concession 
been obsericdby other» who have taken 
a part in this question, there would have 
been no line ol separation upon this putnl, 
marked oiii between the members of the 
Democratic party. 

Ill New Jersey no conservative parly 
has been formed; being in favor of the 
deposile sistein, or opposed to that of an 
independent 'Freasury, has not been 
deemed a ground for excluding any one 
from the Democratic ranks; upon this 
point no political issue has been made 
or parly discipline applied, and it is 
hoped none will be appointed. Many 
who a year ago were opposed lo the In- 
dependent Treasury plan, are now in 
favor of it — and many more will be, up- 
on lurther reflecliorr. But Ihe great issue 
still to be tried is, are we, or are we not 
lo have a Naiional Bank, lo rule Ihe 
Couniry , enitiarrass the Government and 
control all the 8iate Banks? 

In opposition lo 'his, 'he Democracy of 
New Jersey » ill i illy to a man, whether 
in favor of an Independent Treasury or 
not. 

Although the country has over ami 
again decided against such a bank, yet 
its advocates are not discouraged, and 
another desperate effort is lo be made to 
subject the people of the United States 
to this monied aristocracy. When Ihe 
people shall be willing lo submit to this, 
after Ihe experience we have had, the 
true principles of Deraocracj must be 
nearlj' extinct. 

The embarrassed and distressed situ- 
ation of iheCoumry has placed the pre- 
sent Administration in a position of e.x- 
ireine difficulty, aggravated by every 
obstacle which their opponents ciiiv throw 
ill their way. Tlieir unwearied efforts 
to s'istaiii the goveriimem, and lo correct 
ihe abuses ol overtrading and over. bank- 
ing, are woriliy of all praise. 'I’he Pre- 
sident with yreat ability and zeal, per- 
forms the arduous duties of his station. 

'I'he duties of the Secretary of Slate 
are ably and fearlessly performed — he 
has however feiver difficulties lo encotiii- 
ter, than the other heads of Depart- 
ments . 

'File Secretary of the 'Freasury, the 
special object of whig reprobation, does 
all that any man could do, lo sustain the 
government and perform the extremely 
complicated duties of his station. His 
labors are incessant, and if not success-, 
fel,, deserves lo be so. I 

The Secretary of War manages Ihe^ 
immense mass uf business of his deparl-l 
ment in a manner that commands the 
approbation of the Counirv, and even- 
that of many of the opponents of the ad- 
ministration. I 

'I’he Secretary of (he Navv has ihej 
knowledge and intelligence liial pecu-! 
liarly fit him for his station, and it is he ! 
lieved has the firmness and disposi-l 
lion to perform his duly, as far ns the 
laws, which leave him but little power! 
to correct the iffinses of the service, will ! 
permit. 

No ' ne has filled the office of Postmas- 
ter General with more ability and zeal 
than Mr. KcrjjLlaU — nor has any one ex 
erciaed the duties of the station more

FRENCH BLOCKADE OF MEXICO 
— 'Fins subject was noticed in he House 
of Commons, on the 28 th Julv,as fol. 
lows — Ih. 

Mr Maukiniion wished to know w heth- 
er the French Government had givet> 
due notice to the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs of the blockade which 
they had established at Vera (Tuz,- and 
il so, why he had not given imiitedi.-ile 
notice to the British inecohanis, in order 
lo prevent all possible e.xpeiise and in- 
convenience? A vessel, he understoorl 
had been seized having on board mar bin- 
ery of a very valuable cliaBacrer lo work 
miiiesof considerable Miiportauee to Mex- 
ico, and he believed that notwithstanding 
the preseut critical slate of affairs there 
was not a single British ship of war ia 
the port.’' 

Lord Palmerston said he had given no- 
tice of Ihe blockade the moment he had 
received any official communication on 
the subject. 

Mr. Mackinr.on begged to know ivhelh- 
er, previous to a blockadge being enforc- 
ed, it was not usual lo communicate the 
intention of establishing il? 

Lord Palmerston replied that such was- 
the fact in all ordinary cases, but in that 
instance the blockade was established bv 
the French authorities on the spot. 'I'he 
instructions which must have beengiveis 
for that purpose, depended on circum- 
stances which might occur to render it 
necessary; and in the case of an event- 
ual blockade, notice could not be givers 
until the blockade had been actually es- 
tablished. 

Mr. Alderman Thompson inquired 
whether there was any truth in the res 
port which had obtained circulation, and 
caused considerable unoasitiess in the 
city this afternoon, that Ihe packets to- 
and from Mexico had been interdicied' 
by the BVench Government from cnrrv- 
ing specie, the property of private indi- 
vkIuuIb, while the blockade lasted. 

Lord Palmerston said the honorable 
gentleman knew that according lo the 
strict doctrine of the law on blockade, 
the I' reneb Goveininent would have been 
entitled lo establish an ab.solulo blockade, 
j where ns they had made an exception in 
'favor of iho p.-ickets in and ou* be- 
Itweenlhis country and Mexico. 'Pwo- 
j questions were put lo the French govern- 
iment, whether they would allow these 
j packets to carry specie belonging to mer- 
chants, and nexi, whether they would' 
allow them to carry specie belonging to 
the English government, and required 
for the service? The I'rencli govern^ 
ment acceded to ihe latter part of the 
request; (o allow the packets to, aarny 
specie belonging to Ihe gov esn ment but 
declined to allow them to take specie be- 
longing to individuals. I he permitting 
packets to pass at all was an indulgence 
which we had no right to expect accor- 
ding (ooiir own principles, and allowing 
packets lo lake specie belonging to gm 
vernment was another indulgence which. 
Ihey had no right lo expect.

I Cotton and Corn in .Mississippi. — The 
editor of the Vicksburg Sentinel, having 
travelled over a considerable portion of 
the country this summer, and conversed 
with men Iromditferenl parisof the Slate, 
says in his paper of 20ih ult; 

! “ We have no licsitalion in saying, that 

the crops of corn and cotton, except on 
the Mississippi river, will be unusually 
short. We do u d think that it will avci* 
age two thirds of a crop off the river. 
The iiiiseusonable planting season, and 
the frost, seriously injured the cotton. 
The stand i.s bad generally in the inter' 
ior, and the long drought has ruined the 
corn, except on very moist giound. About 
Columbus and in many [larls of ihe 
couiiiry, iliere was no rain for two moiiilis 
preceding the 8ih of .August. The corn 
lias been literally burnt up. 

Crops in Missouri. — 'I’lie St. Louis 
Republican of the tJStli nit. has the lol. 
lowing favoniblo account of the crops in 
Missouri ; 

Whilst our neighbors of portions of the 
eastern, middle and southern stales are 
complaining of failures (from drought) 
of the corn, tobacco and other fall crops, 
we have the .satisfaction of slating, that 
thus far, the same crops in this section 
promire an abundant harvest. A few 
davssir.ee we convcfsed with an intelli- 
gent gentleman from the lipjier -Missis- 
sippi country, who assures ns that the 
crop of corn, on both sides of the Missis' 
sippi, was never more promising than at 
iho present lime, and other crops equal- 
ly so. The season has been goiieriilly 
good, and a large surpbis may be confi- 
dently anlici(iated. I he present, there- 
fore, will bo a most favorable year for 
emigrants and persons wishing lo remove 
to the west. Every thing is likely to be 
at a fair and teasonable price. In addi- 
tion to Ihe favorable prices of grains, 
lands may now bo purchased -if the go- 
vernment with the paper of specie pay- 
ing banks. 

The French skip Alexandrie . — A Bor' 
deaux paper received by the last arrival 
has the following details respecting the 
two Frenchmen, Marsaud and Re.mond,

“The noise n|>peared to increase ; cries ' 
of distress, threiits, blows given and re-| 
turned, men thrown into the «ea, caused 
the cook lo believe that the ship Alex- 
andre was the theatre of a very great 
crime. The weather was fine and the 
sea calm, 

“ The storm which assailed the Alex- 
andre after ihis terrible event, and lo 
which they atli ibuted the loss of ilie cap- 
tain and five men of the crew, gave the 
conspirators the idea of thus writing the, 
tragic end of theircomrades; alllhesai-, 
lors signed it; the cook, under the dread 
of threats made hy the chief conspirator, i 
signed ns well as the others, 

“Before arriving at Taiiritns, anr. some i 
days after Ihe slorni, the conspiralors • 
having doubts about an English sailor, 
nolwillislanding he had taken on active! 
part in the assassination, tied Ins feet 
and liand.s, ami afioi- stabbing him, threw 
him into the sen.
